ALL ABOUT A DEBT. 


Col. Haverly Arrested as a Result of Trou- 
bie in New York. 

Col. J. H. Haverly, the well-known theatrical 
manager, filed a petition for habeas corpus 
yesterday. representing that he had been ar- 
rested by Mooney & Boland at the instance of 
one Heary C. Miner of New York Without a 
requisition, and he was apprehensive that he 
would at once be taken to New York unless a 
habeas corpus was issued ana he was taken 
out of the custody of the detectives. Applica- 
tion was made to Judge Shepard, who let Hav- 
erly out on $8,500 ball and set the hearing of 
the case for the 15th inst. Mr. Haverly, Dep- 
uty Morgan, and the two attorneys went from 
the Sheriffs offive to the headquarters of 
Messers. Chapin & Gore, but the former had 
gone home, and they then went to John Dow- 
ling’s, who consented to act as surety. The 
party then returned to the Sheriff's office. Mr. 
Dowling appeared at 6 o'clock and Mr. Haver- 
ly was released. 

Some time ago he was arrested in New York 
on an action fordebt and gave bail with Harry 
Miner as surety. Then he came West, and 
judgment was taken by default. Mr. Haverly 
claims he returned to New York and renewed 
the bond after Miner had asked to be released. 
fearing that Haveriy did not intend to return. 
A writ authorizing that a prisoner can be taken 
wherever found to satisfy a bond was issued 
and sent to this city, and the arrest followed. 

“ The whole thing,” said Mr. Haverly, after 
his release, “is that it is an attempt to collect 
a civil debt by a criminal process. I owed a 
little over $4,000 in New York and made an 
agreement to pay $500 a month. I have al- 
ready paid $3,000, and there is about $1,300 
balance. A few days ago 1 notified the New 
York parties that I would be unable to pay 
this month, and thisis simply an attempt to 
squeeze it out of me.” 

Miner is a well-known theatrical man in 
New York, owning a theatre m the Bowery 
named after bim and another in Eighth ave- 
sue. He also has a number of shows on the 
road and owns several plays. He is quite 
wealthy. Haverly went to him when in trou- 
bie, he helped Haverly out. 

STRIKER FOUND DEAD IN HIS CELL 
The Mystery Surrounding the Case of 
Arthur Whiteman, 

Arthur Whiteman, one of the Stock-Yards 
strikers, formerly in Armour’s employ, and 
who was arrested by Deputy Sheriffs Tuesday 
afternoon, died in his cell at the Harrison 
Street Station early yesterday morumg. White 
man was taken into custody with two others, 
who, after a brief detention in the Town of 
Lake Station, were placed aboard a train apd 
taken to the city. Whiteman was very 
drunk at the time ot his arrest, 
and when he reached the Town of Lake Sta 
tion bad fallen into such a simpor thar he 
could net be aroused sufficiently to give bis 
name. He was taken to the Harrison Street 
Station in this condition and placed in «a ceil. 
Some time atter midnight the lockup-keeper 
bappened to look in the cell, and noticing that 
the man had not changed his position be- 
came suspicious that something besides 
liquor had affected him. He told 
bis suspicion to Lieut. Arch, who made an in- 
effectual effort to arouse Whiteman, but find 
ing bie pulse and temperature normal con- 
cluded that u was liquor afterall. A couple 
of hours later a physician visited the station 
and was asked to examine Whiteman, He did 
so and agreed with Lieut. Arch that the man 
was drunk. Two bhours later Whiteman 
was dead and the cold. The re 
mains were taken to the morgue and 
yesterday an examination was made by physt- 
cians, who found the man’s skull so fractured 
that his death could be attributed to no other 
cause. Yesterday a brother of the deceased 
identified tne body. He said that Arthur bad 
been drunk the previous afternoon and cir- 
culated about in the vicinity of the yards 
naranguing the crowd and not restricting his 
language. Deceased was 25 years old and lived 
at No. 3659 Wentworth avenue. No one knows 
how he received bis death wound. 


Advance in the Price of Coke.

The Service Newspapers Render Society by 
Exposing Crime—The Press Doing the 
Work of Specialists in This Line—Sensa- 
tional Embellishment for the Purpose 
of Gratifying Morbid Taste Descried— 
Incorrigible Offenders Should Be Sent 
to Prison for Life. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 10.—The National Prison 
Congress devoted its mornimg session today to 
reformatory institutions and methods. Col. 
Gardner Tufts, Superintendent of the Concord 
Reformatory, read a paperon “The Philoso- 
phy of Reformatory Physicians.” In the gen- 
eral discussion of methods of punishment ana 


| reform which followed remarks were made by 


Brother Justin, Director of the Christian 
Brotners; Dr. Byers, of Ohio; Mrs. Ellen 
C. Johnson, Superintendent of the Massacbu- 
setts Mission for Women; Bishop Becker, of 
Georgia; and W ardenjWatkins, of the Michigan 
State Prison. At the afternoon session the 
subject for discussion was Prison Chaplains.” 
Addresses were made by Mr. Spaiding, of Mas- 
sachusetts; tne Rev. George Hickox, chaplain 
of the Michigan State Prison; and Mrs. J. K. 
Rarney, of Rhode Island. The Rey. F. H 
Wines said that in all prisons Catho:ic priests 
should have the same privileges with Uatbolic 
convicts which are rmitted to Protestant 
clergymen in visiting Protestant prisoners. 


The Newspaper and Crime. 
Hamilton Mabie, editor of the Christian 
Union of New York, read a paper on “ The 
Press and Crime,” the substance of which is 
as follows: 


In my judgment the newspaper renders society 
no ter service than the tracking of crime to 
Us haunts and the ruthless exposure of its ex- 
tent, ite methods, and its repulsiveness. The 
manner in which this painful service is performed 
by the pressis often repellent and r 
but the service itself is necessary and invaluable. 
There is a singular confusion in the minds of 
many preps in regard to what constitutes moral- 
ity immorality in the presentation and por- 
trayal of crime. Some persons evidently hold 
that a book or an article is immoral if it discusses 
or portrays an immoral character or action. Such 
persons condemn as immoral! a work like Tolstoi's 
“Anne Karenina,“ in which the effects of crime 
are traced with masterly fidelity to life; a work 
which is 1 moral because it binds sin to 
its punishment with bands ot iron. Using the 
word broadly, it is nottoo much tosay that crime 
Alls a great place in the noblest literature of the 
world, for the reason that crime has played a 
leading part and been a chief factor in the world's 
history. Every tragedy has its root or its con- 
summation in crime, and the conception of mor- 


ality which would close the newspaper against | 


reports of crime would close also the greater 
of the Old and New Testaments, the nobiest 
Greek plays, and the most impressive of Shaks- 
peare’s dramas; to say nothing of “Faust,” of 
“ Romola,” of the “Scarlet Letter,“ and of an 
innumerable company of the greatest works of 
literary art. 

it is through the instrumentality of the news- 
paper that society gains the power of dealing 
with the dark problem of crime; reports of spe- 
cialists could not bring together in a century 
such an 2 facts as the newspapers present 
every year. They are doing the work of special- 
ists in this great feld. and it thoroughly, if 
not wisely. They have made the field so wide 
that they have transferred the problem from the 
parish to the nation, from local authorities and 
philanthropists to congresses of officials and to 
representative bodies of trained men whose 
range of knowledge is great enough to make a 
comprehensive treatment of the whole matter 
—＋ * and actual. It is not too much to claim 
or the press the distinction of having laid the 
foundation of a scientific discussion and dealing 
with crime.

the details of impurity. The sin of the press 
against good morals and good taste in these mat- 
ters is great and widespread. 

It is only justice to these violators of Dlic 
decency in the press to add to this indictment 
that, in a certain sense, the public are accessor- 
jes after tne fact in this oft-repeated offense. If 
the people did not read these loathsome accounts 
the newspapers would not print them. It is un- 
doubtedly true that the t majority of news- 

per proprietors and editors who are responsi- 

le for sensational treatment of crime — 1 
that method, not because they like it, but be- 
cause they believe the public hkes it. 

Prison punishments were then discussed by 
William D. Patterson, Superintendent of the 
Cleveland House of Correcaon, and Capt. 
Nicholson of the Detro!t House of Correction. 
The latter said the lash was sometimes indis- 
pensable. 

What to Do with Incorrigibles. 


During the evening session Prof. Francis 
Wayiand of the Yale Law School read a paper 
on * The Incorrigibie,” in which he said: 

The existence in the community of an element, 
growing steadily in numbers and in capacity for 
mischief, generally known as the ‘criminal 
lass, or as “ habitual criminals,” or as “ incor- 

bles,” is one of the most palpable as it is one 
of the most painful features of modern civiliza- 
tion. Year after year convicts are liberated 
from our prisons expiration of sentence, of 
whom it may be p cted witb almost absolute 
certainty that they will seize the first opportunity 
to commit some crime of violence or 
fraud. They do not desire or 


associations, and recommence a criminal career 
with wits sharpened by experience and added 
caution born of previous detection and punish- 
ment. In many cases their purpose is not even 
masked by promises of reformation. They call 
themselves professionals. They are members of 
aguild. They are Robin Hoods or Rob Roys un- 
der altered conditions. They are brothers in 
arms. I believe that thereis but one cure for 
this great and growing evil, and that this is to be 
found in the imprisonment for life of the crim- 
mal once pronounced “incorrigible.” This is 
simply saying that such a man has forfeited his 
right to be at large; thathe cannot any longer 
be permitted to prey upon the property or to en- 
danger the and personal security 
of the public. I am well aware that this 
treatment is heroic; but, on other 
hand. the malady is one which threatens to un- 
dermine the very constitution of society—to lead 
by a process by no means illogical to lynch law 
and mob violence. If again it be asked how 
shall it be ascertained when a criminal has 
reached the incorrigible period, it may be an- 
swered that, as some arbitrary and, at the same 
time, not unreasonable or inequitable standard 
must be selected, we shall do no practical injus- 
tice to the criminal if we provide that a third 
conviction for felony should establish his 
status as “incorrigible,” sofar as his relations 
to human way are concerned. By felony in 
this connection is meant, as defined by the stat- 
utes of some of our States,a crime punishable 
by confinement in a prison or a penitentiary. 

W. J. MeGarigie, ex-Superintendent of the 
Chicago police, read a paper at the night ses- 
sion on The Policemen and the Criminal.” 
Brother Justin, Director of the Christian 
Brothers’ schools; delivered an address on 
“ Kiodness as a Factor in Reformation.“ 

The session then adjourned until tomorrow

THE NEW POLICE-cOURT ORDINANCE. 


It Calls for Strict Accounting of Collections 
of Fees and Fines. 

The principal features of the Police-Court 
ordinance preparea by City-Attorasy Wasb- 
burne and passed by the Council at its last 
meeting are (I) the clauses referring to daliy 
reports, which are designed to sure the 


prompt collection of all fines and and their 
payment into the City Treasury: (2) the clause 
relating to bail, the purpose of ich is to 


break up the straw-bail bond system; and 
(3) the clause providing for two sessions of the 
police courts each day in order to insure 
speedy trial of criminals and to break up the 
pernicious system of continuances by which 
the Jedges of the police courts are en- 
riched at a rate that would make a Supreme 
Court Judge's head ewim. : 

It is provided, for instance, that there shall 
be a auplicate system of nae sare to the 
Controtier of the disposition of ® and the 
amount of fees and fines. One report is to be 


and fines, and the otner by mne Justiee Who dis- 
poses of the cases. The clerks are to make 
daily payment of all moners collected 
into the City Treasury. If the reports are not 
duly made or the collections promptly turned 
over the recalcitrant officer, if the Justice, 
“shall be removed by the Mayor; in the case 
of a clerk, “shail be suspended by the 
Controller, who “shall 
tate” within three days after the offense. 
Removal by the Mavor shall ioliow unless a 
satisfactory accounting and settlement is made 
witbin ten days. 

The most important clauses are those relat- 
Ing to bail. Every bondsmen must be a 
housebvider. He shall qualify im person be- 
fore the clerk or deputy clerk. The bond 
shall be in the form furnished by the Con- 
troller and drawn up by the City Clerk. Cases 
of forfeiture of bonds must be reported daily 
to the Controller. 

The Controller shall the first Gay of each 
and every month send a list to each and eve 
Police Justice of all forfeited bail unpaid, 
and upon such notification the Police Justice sha 
refuse to a uny persons a upon said 
list as a bon in any other eae 
said forfeited bonds have been paid or settled. 


If any Justice, after receiving such 


ail bona such _— or persons upon any 
the said Justice be removed from 
his office by the Mayor. 

The Controller shall the first oe 4 each and 
. month send all defaul d forfeited 
bail bonds received by him during th® precedin 
month to the City Proseeuting Attormey for col- 
lection by suit or otherwise. 

This, it will be seen, puts an en@ to straw 
bail in the police courts and will probabiy 
break up tte professional bailer&. Another 
importunt clause is the following: 

In all cases where a defendant is nt at the 
Police Justice’s court and a fine im and an 
execution issued to the bailiff by the clerk of 
such Justice's court held at the ice station, 


the House of Correction. 

Mr. Washburne’é purpose in drafting the 
clause concerning Justices’ compensation was 
doubtiess to break up the fee system. It is 
Goubtful, however, whether the present Mayor 
will enforce it or the * Jedges” pay any heed 
to it so far as continuances and bond fees are 
concerned, Yet it specifically states that the 
Police Justices shall be compensated by sai- 
aries alone: 

They shall not enter upon the performance of 
their duties unless they first sign and execute an 
express relinquishment in writing im favor of the 
city of all other fees, emoluments, r compensa- 
tion Whatever than what may be ded by a 
salary to be fixed ds aforesaid by City Coun- 
cil; and such relinquishment shall be filed in the 
Controller’s office; and all and costs col- 
lected in all actions brought for said city shall be 
ae the City Treasury as other revenue of 


The ordinance provides that the Mayor 
„Rall remove’ the Justice for non-compliance. 
Under the system of accounting, which has 
already deen established by Mr. Wasbburne, 
the revenue derived by te .city from the 
Police Court bas been - ou an $2,000 
more per month than under the old plan. It 
is anticipated that under the new ordinance 
this increase will be doubled. 


A STRANGE FUNERAL. 


The Conventional Ceremonies Omitted at 
the Burial of F. Zirkle of Joliet. 

Jourer, III., Nov. 10.—|Special.|—The burial 
of F. Zirkle occurred here today. The details 
of the funeral and burial were in strict com- 
pliance with the dead man's last wishes. No 
time bad been announced for the removal of 
the remains, no announcements bad been 
made in the papers, no ene called, and no 
flowers were received. No one saw the re 
mains but the undertaker and the wife and 
daughter of the deceased. The body was not 
taken toany church, nor did any minister 
come to speak words of consolation. The 
body was putin a plain pine box and the lid 
screwed down. It bore no resemblance to a 
coffin.

AN INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL FOR THE BLIND. 


Gov. Oglesby Asked to Recommend an Ap- 
propriation for One. 

Col. W. P. Hend, T. C. MacMillan, William H. 
Condon, James O'Connor, E. J. Nolan, and Mr. 
Williams, the last three of whom are biind, 
called upon Gov. Oglesby late yesterday after- 
noon to request dim to recommend the appro- 
priation of $100,000 to build an industrial 
school for the blind in Chicago. Mr. O'Connor 
ig tne blind member of the House just elected, 
and will make the passage of the proposed 
appropriation bis special mission. The object 
is to estabiish a place where adult blind may 
be taught trades at which they can earn 


their own living similar to those in 
the East and the one lately started 
in Ohio. The Institution for the Blind 


at Jacksonville is mainly educational, 
while the proposea one is to be industrial. 
There are 3,000 blind persons m Illinois, one- 
balf of whom are supported at public expense, 
and it is believed that if the proposed iratitu- 
tion were established in Chicago, where there 
is a market and where raw materiale can be 
easily and cheaply obtained, it would be self- 
sustaining and great expense saved the public. 
A bill for this purpose passed the Senate at 
the last session, but failed in the House. The 
gentlemen who called on the Governor yester- 
day made a plea that he recommend the appro- 
priation in bis annual message. He received 
them kindiy and will consider the matter.

REVOLT AGAINST A DECISION OF THE 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY.

House of God Causes a Division—The 
Seceders Declare for Purity in Doctrine 
and Simplicity in Worship—Their Ob- 
jects to Be Carried Out Without Fear or 
Favor—The Resolution to Be Discussed 
Today. 

Prrrssund, Pa., Nov. 10.—The sessions of 
the Nauonal Convention of United Presbyter- 
lans opposed to instrumental music in the 
churches today were devoted to the discussion 
and adoption of a long declaration prepared 
by the Committee on Resoiutions. The docu- 
ment sets forth in detail the most formidable 
arguments in opposition to the use of the 
organ im the church. A discussion foilowed 
the reading of the paper and the resolutions 
accompanying it, in which many of the minis 
ters took energetic part. It was claimed by 
all. however, that they should stand by the 
first principles regardless of the wishes of 
others. God alone, it was argued, was lord of 
the conscience, and its dictates should be 
obeyed regardiess of men, commandments, or 
church dogmas. The paper submitted con- 
cludes as toliows: 


We hold it to be the constitutional right of any 
member of the church to demand the exclusion 
of instruments from the public worship of the 
church, but that claim we are willing to waive if 
our brethren will unite with us in accordance 
with the spirit and intent of the act of the As- 
sembly of 1885 in the removal, as soon as practic- 
able, for the sake of peace and for conscience 
sake, this stumbling-block and cause of offense 
from the worship of God. But the right itself, 
and our liberty under the constitution of the 
church, we dare not and cannot, even for the 
sake of peace, relinguish; therefore 

Resolved, first, That it is our right and privilege 
as members of the Uni Presbyterian Church 
to be left free from all necessity or obligation of 
any sort whatever to praise God otherwise than 
by the simple “singing of psalms with grace in

Resolved, second, Belie instrumental music 
in connection with the w p of God to be with- 


out the authority of divine appointment under 
tne New Testament dispensation, and therefore 
@ corruption of that worship, it is our duty to re- 
fuse in any way to countenance or su rt ite 
use; and we here counsel all our brethren to 
stand firm and not defile or wound their con- 
sciences by any compliance with that which is 
contrary to conscience or in regard to which con- 
science is not clear. 

Resolved, third, That we appeal to our brethren 
who constitute for the present the prevailing 
party in the church to stand by their ment 
entered into in the Assembly of 1885, and to carry 
out the pledge implied therein, and that with a 
view of securing unity and codperation in this 
matter we hereby invite them to a brotherly con- 
ference and suggest the appointment of a com- 
mittee to meet at such time and place as may be 
agreed upon, and as soon as practicable. 

Resolved, fourth, That in the meantime, as- 
sured of the justice of our cause, we commit both 
it and ourselves to Him who judges righteously, 
and we counsel our brethren who sympathize 
with us to patience and forbearance under the 
present trial with confidence that, since we seek 
only liberty to worship God as Jesus Christ our 
only Lord has commanded, He will be attentive 
to the prayers of His servants that desire to fear 
His name, and will in His own time appear for 
them and set before them an open door which 
no man can shut. 

When the convention met in the evening the 
Rev. Dr. W. H. French was called upon to de- 
liver an address which be had prepared upon 
Following the 

address a committee of conference, consisting 
of seven clergymen and four laymen, were ap- 
pointed. The Committee on Resolutions then 
presented an additional report and a plan of 
organization for those United Presbyterians 
opposed toinstrumental music. The addition- 
al resoiutions declare that, as the General Ae 
sembly deliberately set aside and annulled 
the church dactrine with regard to the use of 

instrumental music in the church of God, 
they solemnly agree to endeavor to secure a 
revival of that discipline which Christ bas ap- 
pointed as so essential a means of preserving 
the purity of doctrine and owractice in the 
church; that they will endeavor to secure a 
faithful administration of the discipline of the 
church in its application, without fear or 
favor. to every known and persistent violator 
of it: that they will stand by one another in 
the use of all prover means to accomplish 
their ends. 

The plan of organizahon wrovides for the 
formation of a permanent association to be 
known as the United Presbyterian Associa- 
tien of America, the object being to maintain 
and promote purity in doctrine and simplicity 
in worship in the United Presbyterian church. 
The members of the association shall be the 
members of the United Presbyterian church 
m sympathy with the objects of the associa- 
tion. and meetings sbali be held annually at 
time and place fixed by the association. 

Immediately upon the reading of the above 
report adjournment was had. Tomorrow's 
session promises to bring forth much lively 
disvussion. 


AN OLD STAR-ROUTE CASE. 


The Government Drops Its Suit for $134,000 
Against M. T. Patrick. 

OMAHA, Neb., Nov. 10.—The star-route case 
against Col. M. T. Patrick for $134,000 has been 
dismissed by the Government, owing to a re- 
cent decision by Judge Dundy in the case 
against Luxe Vorheis of Cheyenne, which was 
a similar case. 

In the winter of 1879 Mr. Patrick entered 
into a contract to deliver for three years the 
mail from Rock Creek to Fort Custer, Dak. 
This was known as one of the expedited routes. 
Mr. Patrick, in drawing up the contract 
with the Government, certified that it 
would require 148 borses and thirty men to do 
the work. On that basis a contract was drawn 
up allowmg dim $134,000 for the job. The 
work was faithfully done, and to the entire 
satisfaction of everyvody concerned. About 
two years ago, however, when the excitement 
over star-route frauds was at ite hight, the 
Government entered suit against Mr. Patrick, 
alleging that he had overestimated the number 
of horses and men that it would require for 
carrying out the contract. The petition of the 
Government stated the excess which had been 
paid him on the contract, but sued for the en- 
tire amount—$134,000. The case was originai- 
ly commenced at Laramie, Wyo. and 
Mr. Patrick's attorney then prepared to de- 
fend bis elient when it was called for trial. 
The Government, however, pleaded that it was 
not ready for trial and continued the case, re- 
moving it to the court at Cheyenne, where it 
has since been pending. Twice since that time 
it has come up for trial and twice the Govern- 
ment has been compelled to announce that it 
was not ready for trial. A few days ago the 
case was up again and Mr. Patrick insisted 
upon an immediate trial. As already stated, 
the Government was compelled to drop the 
ease and sent its agent, Mr. Douglas, to Omaha 
to sign the stipulation of dismissal. 


HYDE PARK ELECTION. 


A Queer State of Affairs in the Vote for 
Justices. 

Although the Town Board has canvassed the 
returns of elecuon on Justices of the Peuce 
and constables it is not known who is elected. 
The call for the svecial election was for two 
Justices, and some tickets were printed with 
but two names on.

Gen, Crook Anxious to See Projects 

Pushed On, 

Gen. Crook of St. Paul, Commissioner of the 
State of Minnesota for the improvement of 
its rivers and harbors, and a candidate for 
Burveyor-General of the United States, is at 
the Grand Pacific. Gen. Crook said to a: 
TRIBUNE reporter yesterday that the gain of 
three Democratic Congressmen at the election 
last week was attributabie to the fact that the 
Republicans bad abandoned their platform in 
favor of tariff reform. The Scandinavian ele- 
ment was very strong in Minnesota, and it bad 
swung from Republicanism to Democracy.

A PARDON FOR BANKER FISH. 
Information for the President, Who Is Im- 
portuned to Be Merciful. 

Syracuse, N. T., Nov. 10.—[Special.}—For 
several weeks the health of James D. Fish, tae 
ex-banker who was convicted of irregularities 
in New York and sentenced to the State Prison 
at Auburn, bas been steadily failing. An et- 
fort has been made by his friends in New 
York to get him pardoned either by Gov. Hill 
or President Cleveland. It is said that the 
President has taken an interest in the matter 
of a pardon. Dr. Jonn G. Johnson of Brook- 
lyn, a former family pbysician of Mr. Fish, 
passed through here this morning on bis way 
to Auburn. He called on Mr. Fish’s daugh-\ 
ter and then went to the prison, and, with 
the prison physician, made an examination 
of the convict ex-banker. Dr. Johnson said 
that he came at the request of the District- 
Attorney of New York to report on Fisb’s con- 
dition for the benefit of President Cleveland, 
who has before him a petition for the prison- 
er's pardon. He wili report that Fish is break- 
ing down mentaily and physically, and that bu- 
manity demands bis pardon. Dr. Joboson said 
that a rupture in Fish's right side made stand- 
ing difficult, while eulargement of the pros- 
trate giand preventea his sleeping. Dr. Jonn- 
son said that Fish’s condition wan the same as 
that of W. H. Vandernilt just before bis death, 
Fish is almost blind through the granular condi- 
tion of his eyelids. Dr. Johnson says that he 
can now hardly write a full report, of which 
this is the substance, and which will be pre- 
sented to the President at an early date, with 
a recommendation for a pardon.

UGLY-SPIRITED STRIKERS. 


The Army of Idle Men Growing Aggressive— 
Plenty of Liquor. 

Yesterday was a cold and very disagreeable 
day for the strikers. It was cold because they 
couldn’t get into Packingtown, and disagree- 
able because they knew that hundreds of new 
men were flocking in to take the places they 
bed so foolishly vacated. Prevented from 
congregatine anywhere in the yards, the men 
could do notumg but assemble in groups 
along Halsted and Forty-seventh streets and 
Ashland avenue. Almost everywhere an ugly 
epirit was manifested, and for the first day of 
the strike the alr was full of rumors ar to 
what the strikers intended doing. The threats 
were not so much against the new empioyés as 
the packers, and several were heard to say 
they would burn down the whole of Packing- 
town before they would be sbut out 
of their jobs. Excited groups kept on 
the march all day along the streets mentioned, 
apparently looking for an unguarded entrance 
to the houses known to have large forces of 
new men at work, and becoming even more 
excited and resentful upon discovering that no 
point bad been left open by which they could 
reach the centre of activity. More of the 
strikers paraded Haisted street than any of 
the other thoroughtares, and a stranger bad 
to run a veritable gantlet of angry men if he 
bappened to take the east side, and the militia 
pickets if on the west side of the street. De- 
spite the dupervisor's order ciosing all the sa- 
loons, a drink of any kind was easily obtained, 
and more druaken men were observed than on 
any day of the great strike. The conventional 
animation oof all iarge crowds was 
lacking yesterday, and instead a deep 
gioom, occasionally relieved oy outbursts 
of anger. prevailed. The confidence 
of the men bad given way to a sullen deter- 
mination to fight it out to the death, and there 
‘was notbing in what any of tnem said to indi- 
cate that aught else than igocminious defeat 
was what they expected. In fact, defeat is 
concedea right now, and if the bullying 
methods of a few of the leaders were reiaxed 
for a moment there would be a great stam-

There was no 
provision for horses, but it was announced 
that they would be furnisned by the packers. 

The packers furnished the General with 
orders for fifty borses, and a ments were 
made for quartering the men with the Deputy 
Sheriffs in the Wasbmgton Butcher's Sons’ 
house, and the borses will be cared for in the 
yard surrounding the quarters. The cavairy- 
men did not reach the yards until nearly 6 
o'clock. They were landed at the corner of 
Forty-third street and Centre avenue, and 
marched direct from there to beadquarters, 
where they were assigned to temporary quar- 
ters in the bay with the Second.

A LOOK THRUUGH THE HOUSES. 


Over 5,000 New Men at Work Killing, Cut- 
ting, and Packing. 

A trip through the yards showed that at tne 
International the work was restricted to out- 
ting, packing, and shipping. Killing would be 
resumed today, when 500 hogs could be han- 
died. At John Cudahy’s 200 bogs were kulled, 
and buying would bave to begin Friday. At 
Silberhurn’s packing alone was being carried 
on. They expect to be able to kill 600 bogs today 
and to buy tomorrow. Craig & Flemm were 
working a email force, and Jones & Stiles were 
killmg with a reduced foree. Hately Brothers 
had forty men cutting and shipping and ex- 
pect to resume fully next week. Robert War- 
ren will not do much before Monday. At 
Morrell's and Moran & Healy's preparations 
were bemg made for starting up next week. 
There was nothing in the vicinity of Armour’s 
mammoth bouses to indivate that a great 
strike was in progress, ior thousands of men 
were busy in every department. A great 
many colored men were loeding ears, and the 
platform bosses were kept on a lively jump all 
the time. Killing in the beef and bog houses 
wes gomg on just the same as before the 
strike, and any one not acquainted with how 
things are conducted in these establishments 
would never dave discovered anything un- 
usual. Nearly 2.500 men were at work, and 
they succeeded in killing 2,000 hogs and 1,200 
head of cattie in additaon to loading over fifty 
cars of freight. At the present rate of in- 
crease of new men there will be no vacant 
places after Monday, so that the overflow of 
labor of all kinds will have to be taken care of 
by tne other bouses. 

At Swift's packing-house matters were look- 
ing about the same us before the strike. About 
800 men were at work, a gain of 200 since the 
mornmg. Beef was being slaughtered at a 
lively rate, and it was estimated that nearly 
1,000 bead were killed between 7 a. m. and 6 
p. m. The chief troubie bere was inabiiity to 
secure skilled butchers, although a great many 
new ones were put to work during the day. 
Almost the same story can be told at Morris’, 
where 600 men were busily engaged ju siaugh- 
tering beef. Between seven and eight hun- 
dred bead were kilied during the day, and it 
was thought that the number would be largely 
increased today. Work was aleo being pushed 
at Fowler's, Doud’s, the Chicago racking & 
Provision Company s, and, in fact, ali the 
houses in the yards, Dut none of them with 
such large forees as in Armour's, Swift's, and 
Morris’. According to the figures furnished 
Deputy-Sheriff Burke by the several packers 
5,000 pew men were at work in the different 
houses yesterday. 


AMONG THE SOLDIER BOYS. 


Fare — Characteristic Scenes 
About the Barracks. 

“Them dude soldiers,” as the Stock- Vards 
toughs bave ever referred to the militia, are 
doing their duty weil, in spite of the discom- 
forts of rain and mud, with insufficient cloth- 
ing and inadequate foot-covering. The toughs 
have not yet “eaten up the dudes, as they 
have frequently expressed a willingness to do, 
and the process of masticanon, should it be 
attempted, would be very apt to end dis- 
astrously for the man who would make the 
experiment. The duty of the soldiers was 
very lice that of the preceding day. They 
were turned out at 3280 patrolled 
the approaches to the yards, protecting 
those who desired to go to work. 
Tate in the day the Deputy Sberiffs began 
asking for details of five or ten men, and the 
response to questions from Col. Diehl ac- 
knowledged that their men were constantly 
getting into petty ouarrels with the men who 
bung-about the boundaries of their watch, but 
that all tney needed to produce absolute quiet 
was the sight of the blue army coats and the 
bayonets. In the evening four companies of 
each regiment were ordered out to guard the 
approaches while the men went to their homes. 

Requests for leaves of absence on accouat 
of pressing business affairs have begun to 
come in from some of the men, and in a few 
cases have been granted. A private of the 
Second deciared yesterday that his situation 
was in danger, and produced a letter from bis 
wife to prove it. epistie stated that Mr. 
Mace, his employer, was doing the best he could 
with the man iu bis place, but the owner men 
employed in the estabiishment were Knights 
of Labor, and bad threatened to strike uniess 
the foreman sbould quit his post of duty at 
the yards. After detailing all these dire facts 
the wife’s patriotism got the better of her 
fears and she inconsistently advised ber hus- 
band to stick to bis post and come home minus 
an arm or a leg rather than return after sbhow- 
ing the white feather. She was of the opinion 
that God would take care of them if he did 
lose bis situation, and Col. Wheeler advised 
the man to stay, and be staid. 

The mother of Private Norris of the First 
Infantry saw Gen. Fitz-Simonsg and asked that 
her son be permitted to go home, as bis shoes 
were thin, and he was notin condition to stand 
the exposure. The Genera! wrote an order for 
the young man to go, but when the private 
received the notification he protested. He had 
been called to headquarters. and when he 
heard the order he touched his cap and said: 
„But, General, my feet ain't wet, and I don't 
want to go. I'm all right, and I want to 
stay bere.” The mother's pride gained 
the better of her fears, and she 
was bowed out of the headquarters, 
while the son fell into-line in the barracks and 
marched with his company to guard the streets 
while the workmen left the yards. 

Col. Thomas Clark, who has charge of the 
provost guard, bas found littie to do outside of 
one case, the greater part of the men. bemg 
very willing to yield to the discipline that is 
found necessary while they are off auty.

THE GOVERNOR GOES HOME. 


He Will Be Hept Informed of the Situa- 
~ tion. 

Gov. Oglesby was kept closely informed on 
the situation at Packingtown yesterday. In 
the morning be had reports from Adjutant- 
General Vance and Sheriff Hauchett. and a 
general taik with them concerning the disposi- 
tion of troops, but neither be nor they could 
form any opinion as to how long t military 
guard would bave to be kept on duty. They 
all seemed to be preparing for a long siege, 
but would give no particulars as to future 
movements. The cavalry troop was sent 
out simply te do patrél duty and 
relieve the infantry forces from 
tramping through the mud. Gov. 
Ogtesby said last night there was no change in 
the situation; that everyone was quiet, and he 
was lad to find that the case. The troops were 
sent ou to preserve the peace. and they 
seemed fully able to do so. Durm the day 
P. D. Armour, Charles Counselman, W. J. 
Campbell, C. B. Farwell, Marshall Field, Charles 
Kern, and others called on the Governor, but 
it is denied in the name of ali of them except 
Mr. Kern that their risite bad anything to do 
with the strike. Gov. Oglesby remarked to 
one of them as he was leaving that he thought 
the backbone of the trouble had been broken. 
Charles Kern made no secret of bis call 
ing to congratulate the Governor 
for calling out the militia. “is & 
time,” be said, “to know whether 
this is a free country. It is outrageous that 
men with families who show a disposition to 
work and who find men willing to employ 
them are not allowed to support their families 
unless they belong to some secret organiza- 
Gon. If that thing is not stopped pretty soon 
we don't know where it will end.“ 

Gov. Ogiesby went bome last night, but will 
be kept constantly informed by telegraph of 
the situation. 

Sherif? Hanchett was very well satisfied yes- 
terday with the condition of affairs at the 
Stock-Yards. He said no more deputies would 
be sworn in at present.

The menu were escorted through the yards by 
the militia, Armour, Hately, and Botsford 
paid their men off at the town hall during the 
afternoon, it being deemed advisable to pay 
off there because there would be no interfer- 
ence then with the new men at work. As 
each man was banded his pay through the t- 
tie window this question was asked him:

EFFECTS OF THE STRIKE. 


THE RESULT OF THE STOCK-YARDS 
TROUBLE IN OTHER CITIES. 


Eastern Butchers Will Support Their 
Chicago Brethren—But Little Slaughter- 
ing Done in New York for Western 
Packers—Peoria Expects to Have Pack- 
- ing Bouses—Kuights of Labor Will Take 
= Hand in the Difiiculty—Trouble 
Among the Workmen in Knit Goods. 


New York, Nov. 10.— Speotal.]— Tu Tain- 
UNE representative bad a talk this morning 
with some of the wholesale butchers of Wash- 
ington market, men who kill their own cattie 
here on its arrival from the West. They, one 
and all, did not believe that there would be 
any real pt made by the Western pack- 
ers to bring cattle East and then ill them, 
and in that opinion they agreed with the rep- 
resentatives in this city of the Western pack- 
ers. One wholesale butcher said be under 
stood that about 900 oxen had been killed 
and dressed in New Jersey this week 
for a Western packer. The report, 
however, could not be verified. It 
is worth nothing in connection with 
this ight between the Chicago packers and 
their em that the interests of the whole- 
sale butchers of this city and their men are on 
the side of the strikers in Chicago because the 
Western packers are competitors of the whole- 
sale butohers of this city. The men who 
actually kill and dress cattie here are all union 
men, and they will not kill any cattle tor the 
Western packers so long as the strike iusts; 
and if any wholesale dealers bere or anywhere 
Bast were to attempt to assist the Western 
packers by arranging ior their cattle to be 
killed bere a strike of all the union butchers 
would immedisteiy be ordered. Moreover,“ 
said a well-known butcher, “the butchers in 
this city and neiehborbood have all the work 
they can attend to now. Of course, there are 
a lot of meu ready to go out West as butchers, 
but they are a poor lot, bad workmen who 
cannot get employment here.” 

At the offices of the principal Chicago pack- 
ers in this city it was stated that there was no 
scarcity_of beef, and that car-ioads of it were 
arriving as usual. The agent of one of the 
largest firms showed the writer invoices of 
several car-loads shipped Saturday and Mon- 
day. He said: All the houses supplied by us 
have plenty of beef, and wil continue to be 
supplied with all hey want. Beef is consigned 
to us every day from Chicago, and there must 
be a large number of men employed there not- 
withstanding the strike. I know of no attempt 
to send the gattſe Bast and have them slaugh- 
tered, but it would not be a very difficult thing 
to do. There are sliaughter-houses to be let. 
There is a ready market also everywhere for 
the hide, offal, ete., and the disposition of that 
would not be dificult. The men who were 
sent out West last night as butchers were 
probably for the pork packers, as the hog- 
killers are also all out on strike. There is 
plenty of beef comimg along.” 

Oliver Sumner Teall, President of the Na- 
tional Consumers’ Meat Company and the 
Western Dressed-Beef Company, said that the 
strike of the Chicago butchers did not affect 
his companies; they obtained their meat from 
Montana. Mr. Teall said be thought that 
probably about 20 per cent ot the beef con- 
sumed in this city and neighborhood was 
dressed in the West. 

From the conversations had with the whole- 
sale butchers and the agents of the Chicago 
packers there is apparently no doubt that there 
will be little if any slaughtering of cattle in the 
East for the Chicago packers, A car-load here 
and there in some of the towns along the 
route may be killed perhaps to supply the 
local trade, but there will be no killing to any 
great extent. According to the reports of the 
agents of the Coſeago packers and the dis- 
patches from the West there wil) be little ne- 
cessity for it, as men enougd, it is said, are be- 
ing secured to take the places of the strixers. 
It fs conceded that any such attempt here to 
aid the Western packers would be met by a 
prompt strike on the part of the Eastern 
butebers, who are subject to the orders of the 
Knigbts of Labor. 

There was a tremendous jam at the office of 
Robert H. Noble again today of men seeking 
employment as butchers for Chicago. All day 
a filthy, howling mob besieged Noble's office 
for work. In vain were they told that no 
more men were needed. Mr. Noble was not on 
hana, but his assistants were. As a last resort 
they called on the police to disperse the mob, 
which was dene. No more men were ueeded 
at present, y Said, and they thought it un- 
likely that more would be shipped west- 
ward. Sa W. Allerton was seen at the 
Windsor Hotel tonight, just as he was on the 
pofat of jeaving upon the 6 o'clock special for 
Chicago. * The men bave gone into this move- 
ment rashiy,” said he, and ulready many of 
them are beginning to see their error. They 
were earning more than men in the same busi- 
ness in any other part of the worid. They 
earned trom $1.75 a day to $6. Upon the score 
of pay there never was any trouble, but, when 
they were domg well they thought they wouid 
shave on the work.” 

„ Many of them think the action ot your 
board (United Packers) in determining not to 
permit the men to work again unless they re- 
nousced labor unions was a great mistake, and 
Will redound to their gain,’’ was suggested to 
Mr. Allerton. ‘** They say that practically you 
deny them the right to organize for their own 
protection, while your body takes the very 
action you condema in them. Do you look on 
it in that light!“ 

“No, Ido not. The packers of Chicago are 
determined to accept no man who belongs to 
a trades-union. Upon that they are a anit. 
The men are satisfied with their pay, bave not 
been unjust treated, and are striking 
for an unjust measure. Most of them know 
it, and I predict that in a couple of days there 
will be a break, and three-quarters of them 
will come rushing back to work. Whether 
they do or not, we will put men to work and 
make no concessions whatever.”’ 

“Will not such a course be likely to lead to 
troubie?”’ 

“Possibly,” returned the cattie king, 
„ put.“ be continued, with a tone of firm- 
ness, the fault will not be ours, and it must 
fall where it belongs. But, mark my words, 
we will win in this fight.” 


Packers Move to Peoria. 

PrortrA, III., Nov. 10.—(|Speciai.|—This city 
was at one time a rather important pork-pack- 
ing centre, but for some years has done little 
in that line. Cockrell & Dox went out of bust 


ness some years ago, and Reynolds & Eir, 
backed by a Louisville firm, did all the bus, 
ness. Por the last two years they have done 
no slaughtering, buying their dressed bogs in 
Chicago and at other points and simply curing 
the meats. Today arrangements were perfect- 
ed with Moran & Healy of Ohjeago by which 
the Reynolds & Ely establishment is to 
be turned over to them, they remov- 
ing their Wusiness from Chicago to this 
place. The packing-bouse is a very perfect 
one for its size, with a capacity of 1,400 bogs 
per day. It is understood that 100 to 160 men 
will be employed. The Peoria Improvement 
Association is also negotiating with a much 
larger packing establishment in Chicago which 
desirous of removing to Peeria, but the 
D would say nothing as to who the 
pais were. There have been no labor 
ies here as yet, but John Foley, a promr 
t la bor agitator of Chicago, is here on some 
sort of mission which he refuses to divulye. 
The Knights of Laber in this city number 
about 800, but dave never as a body taken 
part in any struegie. Ten hours is recognized 
as a day’s work here, and a conversation with 
some of the Knights induces a belief that it 
would be so regarded in the event of any con- 
siderabie number of packing-bouses bemg es- 
tablished here, unless orders to the contrary 
should be received from headquarters. 


Packers in Baffalo.

The Executive Committee of the 
Knights here last evening directed their mem- 
bers to stop slaughtering for the West- 
era houses. Buteher Downey, the only 
one bere who would kil) for the dressed 
beef houses, bas announced that be will do 
no more forthem. Yesterday but nine cars 
of live cattie consigned to dressed-beef houses 
were received at West Albany, and today none 
came. Today, as individuals, the agents of 
the dressed-beef nouses of this vicinity went 
into the market and purchased stock. These 
they are having killed, ostensibly for them- 
selves, but the agents of the Knuights are on 
the alert and will further hamper them tomor- 
row by withdrawing butchers. The agents of 
Swift & Co. at Coboes today commenced 
slaughtering cattle in an old slaughter-bouse 
in that eity. The agents are compelied to do 
their own slaughtering. Garside & Green 
have made arrangements to siaughter thirty 
head of cattle a day, to be received from Chi- 
cago. 


Labor Troubies in New York. 
New Tonk. Nov. 10.—The Evening Post says: 


While great prominence has been given by the 
press throughout the country to the labor 
troubles in Chicago, comparatively little haw 4 
tion has been paid by the public at large to 
struggle now going on in this State, which m- 
volves as many 1442 — as much capital, and a 
principle of vital importance. This is the con- 
testin progress between the knit-goods manufact- 
urers and the Knights of Labor, which has now 
become an open war upon the latter as an organ- 
ization. Though the most conspicuous facts in 
the warfare have been noted from time to time, 
but few persons have a clear idea of 
the nature of the controversy, nor that 
nearly 20,000 men, women, and children 
were employed in the knit-goods mills through- 
out New York State, which the owners have 
closed against all Kniguts of Labor. A long in- 
terview with one acquainted with the history of 
the fight then follows. In substance it is that 
within the last two years the Knights of Labor 
have been actively organizing the 
ployés; that as fast as 
they began to subject the manufacturers to petty 
annoyances in the way of demands touching the 
conduct of their business; that finally the manu- 
facturers in self-defense were compelied to form 
an association which embraces the fifty-nine 
mills of this State, or 80 per cent of the trade in 
the country. The first struggle arose at Cohoes 
over the question whether or not the manufact- 
urerers should be allowed to discharge any em- 
ey they might see fit. The issue was joined 

y the manufacturers declaring a lockout. At 
the end of five weeks T. B. Barry ot the General 
Executive Board of the Knights of Labor and 
Mr. Sheard, President of the Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, signed a contract running to Dec. 1, 
conceding the contention of the mill-owners and 
work was resumed, The present trouble orig- 
inated in Amsterdam, N. V. A boy, a member 
of the Knights of Labor, was promoted to a new 
and hitherto unoperated jack in the spinning- 
room. The spinners’ union, an inside organiza- 
tion of the Knights, objected. The proprietors 
said they would let the machine he idie. The 
spinners demanded a promise that a member of 
their union shoul case 
the jack should be time 
in the future. This was refused and the spin- 
ners struck, thereby closing the mill. 0 
other Amsterdam ls decided to stand by the 
mill in trouble and a lockout followed. Mr. 
Barry of the Knights of Labor declared the 
strike unjust, but was unable to put an end to it, 
though the mills were thrown open to those who 
wanted to return to work from Oct. 4 to 9. The 
employés not returning, it was ordered that all 
the mills in the State declare a lockout Oct. 16, 
and it was done. Since then the mills have been 

dually filling up with non-union men, and one 
ocal assembly of Knights has thrown up its 
charter. Two mills, on the other hand, ve 
elded. Messrs. Bailey and McGuire of the 
txecutive Board have been endeavoring to 
settle the matter, but the millowners refuse to 
treat with them. 

The Executive Committee of the National 
Kait-Goods Association and Messrs. Bailey 
and McGuire of the Executive Board of the 
Knights of Labor met here today with refer- 
ence to a settlement of the differences now 
existing in the kuilt-goods district. Messers. 
Bailey and McGuire offered the foliowmg as 
the only basis on which they would settle on 
behalf of the Knights of Labor: 


That all the former employés be reinstated in 
their former places, and that the people who 
have taken the places of the former employés be 
suspended until they have made a settlement 
with their organization for violation of its laws 
and rules. 

The proposition was rejected, and the fol- 
lowing was submitted by the knit-goods peo- 
ple as a basis upon which the manufacturers 
would open their mills to the Knights of 
Labor: 

Upon the right to employ or not employ. dis- 
charge or not discharge whom we think best as 
our employés, and that we continue, as we deem 
proper, as employés those who remained in our 
employ at the time of the lockout or strike and 
those whom we have since that time employed. 

The above was in turn rejected by Mesers. 
Bailey and McGuire, who withdrew from the 
conference with the statement that the nego- 
tiations were ended, after wnich the Executive 
Committee of the Knit-Goods Association, 
after full consideration, adopted the following:

THE MINNEAPOLIS MILLS. 


A Prospect of Losing the Waterpower Caus- 
ing a Heavy Output. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Nov. 10.—The WNorth- 
western Miller says: The mils made the 
largest output of the year last week—160,000 
barrels, or 26,667 barrels daily, against 90,500 
barrels the precedmg week and 164,100 the 
same week last year. Twenty milis were in 
operation today, averaging 27,000 barrels dally, 
and they will probabiy make 175,000 this week. 
The reason he milis are being crowded is the 
fear that the water in the river may suddenly 
drop away and leave them dependent on a 
crippled motive power. The Government 
reservoirs are yet open, but are liable to be 
ciosed any day. The flow from the reservoirs 
since June to date, with the opening the same, 
bas deciined nearly one-half. Lumbermen are 
damming the water of smaller rivers which a e 
feeders for the Mississippi in the north. The 
water in twenty streams is already cut off. 
The difference made in the power at Minneap- 
oli is estimated at from 1,500 to 2,000 borse- 
power. The millers are sufferers to that extent. 
Lower water is expected than was ever ex- 
perienced before, and they are making all the 
flour they can before it is gone, The direct 
exports of flour were the largest since June— 
70,360 barreis. The receipts of wheat for the 
week were were 1,510,300 bushels; shipments. 
258,500; flour, 160,890 barrels; milietuffs, 4,816 
tons; in store here, 4,431,889 bushels; at Du-

The Duty on Wool. 


The Collector of Customs at New York bas 
made a report to the department in regard to 
the oomplalut of Messers. Wood, Payson & Co. 
against the action of the United States Ap- 
praiser at New York in returning as scoured 
donskoi wools wool which they claim is only 
wasbed, and also in making additions to the 
entered values of such wools, where the en- 
tered values without aay additions carry the 
highest rates of duty imposed on wool by the 
statutes. Assistant Secretary Fairchild in a 
letter to the, ctor on the subject says: 

The question as to whether such wools are 
washed or scoured is one of fact which must be 
determined by you from the report of the Ap- 
praiser, who is required to make careful exami- 
nation and report thereof. In forming his judg- 
ment as to whether any B yg nae importation 
of wool is scoured or not, the Appraiser may have 
recourse to chemical analysis, commercial! desig- 
nation, and to any other process of information 
or mode of determination. With regard to ques- 
tion of value, the department concurs with you 
in the opinion that in cases where such wool is 
entered at a value so as to render it liable to the 
highest rate of duty under the statute, the return 
of the . increasing the entered value 
more than 10 per cent need not carry with it the 
imposition of the additional (penal) duty within 
the meaning of Sec. 2,900 of the Revised Statutes.

This, to say the least, is a startling state- 
ment. Itimplies one of the most serious 
charges against Butler, and it also implicates 
Barry pretty badly. Butler for the sake of 
votes for himself was anxious to prolong the 
strife regardiess of the peace of the town 
which pays him his salary, regardless of the 
public interest, and at the sacrifice of the 
men whom it is his oath-bound duty to pro- 
tect.

The last Treasury statement shows the ab- 
surdity of the claim that the redemption of 


cents in August the banks have presented 
$40,000,000 for redemption and replaced 
$8,000,000 with other interest-bearing Gov- 
ernment obligations. If the same proportion 
of withdrawals should continue there would 
be a reduction of bank notes to the extent of 
$58,000,000, but the contraction would affect 
only the Treasury hoards and not the volume 
of money in circulation, and in due time the 
place of the retired bank notes would be 
filled by the issue of gold and silver certifi- 
cates together with the monthly coinage. 
The cancellation of the bank notes could not 
be completed inside of six or eight years, and 
in the meantime the mints would be turning 
out from $50,000,000 to §60,000,000 per 
annum. 

Supposing even that all the banks holding 
3 per cents should surrender their circulation, 
it is still clear that there could be no serious 
contraction. At the time of the August calls 
the banks had $103,000,000 in 8 per cents, 
but their notes aggregated only a trifle over 
85 per cent of that amount—circulation being 
allowed on only 90 per cent of the bonds and 


5 per cent of the bank issues being retained . 
in the Treasury as a security fund. It 18 


clear, therefore, if every bank should surren- 
der its circulation based on 3 per cent / mere 
would be nearly $15,000,000 more money in 


“virewiation~ than was outstanding on these 


bonds in August last. Increase this by over 
$30,000,000 paid to private holders of 3 per 
cents and it is plain that the redemption of 
the series must add at least $45,000,000 to 
the effective circulation of the country, 
There may be, of course, a temporary con- 
traction of the amount of money in existence, 
but it will affect only the accumulations in 
the Treasury and will be made good in due 
time by the issue of gold and silver certif- 
cates. 

If any unforeseen emergency should arise 
during the redemption of the 3 per cents Con- 
gress could meet it by increasing the legal- 
tender issue. There is certainly nothing 
binding in law or good faith to prevent Con- 
gress swelling the volume of greenbacks to 
$400,000,000. Looked at from any point of 
view it is impossible to see how the retire- 
ment of the 3 per cents can produce a con- 
traction or cause any difficulty which Con- 
gress cannot promptly meet. The process 
represents simply a cutting down of the pub- 
lic debt, an immediate increase of the effect- 
ive circulation, and a gradual transfer of the 
note-issuing function from the banks to the 
Government. The banks ought to be con- 
tent, for when the redemption is completed 
they will have 15 per cent more loanable 
capital on hand and can confine themselves 
to a legitimate banking business with ad- 
vantage. There is no reason to anticipate 
any other than good results from the re 
demption of the 3 per cents, and the ques- 
tion really serious is what shall be done with 
the Treasury surplus when there are no more 
bonds subject to call. 


TRADING IN PRIVILEGES, 

A law against dealing in privilegesin prod- 
uce was placed on the list of Llinois stat- 
utes many years ago and has never been re- 
pealed. Some members of our Board of 
Trade have recently discovered that it is in 
existence and appear to be anxious that the 
law be observed. They have prepared a doc- 
ument for signatures asking that the board 
declare it a commercial offense to deal in 
these privileges and provide a penalty heavy 
enough to act as a preventive to such trading 
by its members, It is thoucht that a suffi- 
cient number have seen the evil effects of the 
thing as at present conducted to enable the 
reformers to roll up a working majority in 
favor of the new rule. 


There can be no question that the privilege 
business is a nuisance as well as a breach of 
State law. It is not a whit better than the 
methods of the bucket-shop in its character, 
being the sheerest kind of gambling, and its 
effect on the general business of the board is 
very far from salutary. It not infrequently 
controls the entire course of the markets for 
wheat and corn, and by this means places 
outsiders at a disadvantage, the existence of 
which they have not been slow to learn. 
The thing is simply a species of gigantic 
bookmaking, as it would be called on the 
English turf, in which a few men rake in a 
great number of dollars each evening in pay- 
ment for the privilege of insisting that 
they shall buy or sell the next day at 
a stipulated price. If the market does not 
move in favor of the man who has bought 
the privilege he loses the money paid for it. 
if it goes in his favor he is then at the mercy 
of the bookmaker, who can repudiate or not, 
as he pleases, because the whole transaction 
is legal in the eye of the board as well as 
under the State enactment against it, and it 
lacks even the code of honor which compels 
payment of losses incurred on the British 
turf. But the board in its corporate capac- 
ity has hitherto winked at the enormity, as 
the list of operators includes some of its 
biggest men. Of course while it does so 
the board cannot consistently take ground 
against the equally pernicious methods of 
the bucket-shop style of trading. 

The business practices of the board need 
purification. They now contain very far too 
much of the gambling element for the good 
of the institution itself or of the world 
outside. The board still handles, through 
comparatively few of its members, a large

“ghoulish desecration of private life ” 
found every day in certain newspapers, and

Arthur. Was he ever found in public 
voicing personal grievances and complaining 
that he was not treated with the respect to 
which he was entitled? Whatever fault may 
have been found with Mr. Arthur’s political 
atts, his demeanor was always marked by 
propriety, modest dignity, and the lack of all 
offensive egotism—qualities that commanded, 
deserved, and secured respect. None of Mr. 
Cleveland’s predecessors ever found it neces- 
sary to write letters to a sheet which had 
earicatured his opponent in a libelous and 
beastly fashion, traducing the whole Ameri- 
can press, as Cleveland has done. If. the 
present Executive believes he does not re- 
ceive the personal consideration accorded 
other occupants of the White House he 
should remember that overweening self-im- 
portance is a most provoking quality, and 
moreover causes its possessor to imagine 
slights and snubs and suffer annoyances that 
a man of modest dignity would not notice, 
What a great theme Cleveland would have 
had in the Debt of the Nation to Harvard” 
if he had had the brains to develop such a 
thought! A felicitous acknowledgment of 
that debt would have been appropriate to the 
occasion. 


Ir has been announced that all operations 
in the lower levels of the mines on the Com- 
stock lode in Nevada have been suspended, 
The real meaning of this is that the mines 
have been worked out, for even if there are 
gold and silver below the present levels Nat- 
ure has placed impenetrable barriers against 
any further approach to her treasures. Ne- 
vada has had her day. From 1873 to 1878 
she contributed over $200,000,000 to the Na- 
tional wealth, Since that time the yield has 
steadily declined, though the miners went 
deeper and deeper, but now Nature has in- 
terposed her thus far but no farther,” and 
work must cease. The great bonanzas are 
things of the past, and the miners must look 
for work elsewhere, It involves the end of 
this great industry, the depopulation of the 
State, and its relinguishment to Piutes and 
Coyotes. The whole State is but one mass 
of voleanic mountains, deserts, and water- 
less, riverless plains. It never can have any 
agricultural value, and it is almost worthless 
for grazing purposes owing to its lackyof 
springs and streams. Under these circum- 
stances, as soon as its industrial population 
has moved away its State organization 
should be abandoned and the territory should 
be added to California or Utah. It isa 
played-out State, of no further use to white 
men. 


Tue Sobranje of Bulgaria has finally de- 
cided to elect Prince Waldemar of Den- 
mark as the suecessor of Alexander of Bat- 
tenberg to the throne of that province. 
Prince Waldemar is the third son of the 
King of Denmark. He was born Oct. 27, 
1858, and married the Princess Marie d’Or- 
leans, eldest daughter of the Duc de 
Chartres and niece of. the Comte de Paris. 
Both by blood and by marriage he is related 
to nearly all the royal families of Europe. 
He is the brother of the King of Greece, 
brother-in-law of the Czar of Russia, the 
Prince ot Wales, the Duke of Cumberland, 
and the Crown Princess of Sweden and Nor- 
way, and can claim cousinship and nephew- 
ship with the houses of Germany and Austria. 
His election, of course, has been achieved 
under the pressure of Russia, and it will 
make Russian influence predominant in Bul- 
garia. Asa stroke of political policy, how- 
ever, it should have excellent results, as. all 
the Powers are now more or less represented 
on the throne of that country, although 
Russia has the predominant share. 


Tun whole world is watching with much 
concern the extensive military preparations in 
Bulgaria and Packingtown. 


W. P. Wmenr, the Labor member-elect 
in the Lake-Hyde Park district, announces 
through Tar Tarsvye his intention of intro- 
ducing an amendment to the new Rleotion law 
extending ite operation to sehool elections in 
the suburbaa towns that have adopted it.

Educating the Deaf and Dumb. 

Loxpox. Nov. 10.—-[Copyriaut, 1886, by James 
Gorden Bennett.}—The Royal Commission on 
the deaf and dumb continued its session today. 
Various members, several of whom are specia!- 
iste, cross-examined Dr. Gallaudet regarding 
his yesterday's testimony. The questions bore 
speciaily on the necessity of Government sup- 
pert for deaf-mute schools, but served also to 
bring out the great superiority of the Amer- 
wan over the English, aud still more over the 
Frencn, systems of education of these classes. 
As Dr. Galiaudet’s position as the guest of the 


Royal Commission bas given him special op- 
portunies to see the working of the British and 
other foreign deaf-mute schools, I asked bim 
today for a comparison of the educational ad- 
vantages obtainable by American and foreign 
deaf mutes. He said: 


In America all the States provide for the edu- 
cation of their deaf-mute citizens. In Englan 
there is no public provision for these classes. In 
France and parts of England I found attempts 
were made to teach the purely oral 
method, which entirely forbids the use of signs. 
In America we suit our methods to each individ- 
ual case, so as not to foree all cases to conform 
to one rigid theory. In England the best course 
of education is only for five years. In America 
there are eleven-year courses, giving a complete 
college education. The fact is that the most 
brilliant British deaf-mutes must and do go to 
America to complete their education. 

At the commission's rooms, opposit the 
Houses of Parliament, I met several of the 
Commissioners. One of them said to me: 

Dr. Gallaudet's testimony is very interesting 
and im ttous. We n to see the value 
of the American methods. e result may be of 
great ce to British deaf-mutes.

Cm. O., Nov. 10.—(Special.]—Tne 
American Racing Association began its annual 
convention in this city at noon today. Great 
interest is feit in the affair by leading borse- 
men, and there are many owners of well- 
known racers bere, who, although not admit- 
ved to the sessions of the congress, are paying 
much attention to the proceedings. The del- 
egates were called to order at noon by 
Col. James F. Robinson, Secretary of the 
association, and it was found that the tollow- 
ing recularly aceredited delegates were pres- 
ent: Charles Green, St. Louis Fair Association, 
St. Louis; J. E. Brewster, Secretary of the 
Wastington Park Driving Club, Chicago; Col. 
M. Lewis Clark, Louisville Jockey Ciub; Col. 
R. W. Simmonds, Louisiana Jockey Club, New 
Orleans; C. H. Gillock, West Side Jockey Club, 
Nashville, Tenn.; Capt. 8. 8. Brown, Pitts 
burg Jockey Club; George G. Perkins, T. J. 
Megibpen, Latonia Jockey Ciub, Covington, 
Ky.; B. 6. Bruce, Secretary of the Na- 
tional Association, Lexington, Ky. Among 
the visitors were: Col. F. B. Tarieron, 
Frankfort, Ky,; J. B. Ferguson, Lem 
ton; James Guest, Danville, Ky.; Joba C.

FASHION IN MOURNING. 


TOILETS INTENDED TO GIVE EXPRES- 
SION TQ GRIEF. 
—— — 

New Materials for Mourning and the Way 
to Make Them Up—Garments Which 
Are Stylish Although Sombre— House 
and Street Dresses for the Bereaved— 
Hats ann Bonnets and Other Portions 
of a Grief-Smitten Tollet. | 

Philadelphia Times: There are some im- 
portant facts regarding the costly and elegant 
Gecorative mourning material, ¢rape, which 
are pot generally known and will surely prove 
of toterest to ladies in und out of mourning. 
rape is made of the finest suk, brought to 
desired state of perfection by three distinct 
processes of construction, the details of each 
being trade secrets, hence the weaver knows 
nothing of the dyemg, nor the dyer or weaver 
of the crimpiug. To preserve crape it shou'd 
not be exposed to dampness, but if it chances 
to get wet k should not be put near the fire 
to dry. 

It acrape bonnet happens to be rained upon, 
wipe it at once and bang it up to dry away 
from fire heat. If crave is stained with mud, 
dampen with pure cold water, remove the soil, 
and then wesh off the stain and let the articie 
dry. To refresh shabby crape, moisten slightly 
and carefully all over alike with gin, and roll 
it on a roller, where it should remain until 
stic. Ammonia, with water, will also restore 
thé color of crape. 

Crape is essentially the trimming for deep 
mourning tolletea, the bonnet and veu being 
usualiy entirely of the crape manufactured 
for such uses, that for the veil dem bordered 
in various depths. The ceiebrated Courtauld 
black English crapes, the best crapss made, 
are noted for their beauty of finish and the 
purity of their dyes, and can be found in va- 
rious qualities in four and five quarter widths 
for trimmings and in six-quarters for veiling. 

The recentiy-iatroduced silk warp-crape 
cloth, which is a fabric with cloth body and 
crape-like surface, is one of B. Priestly’s var- 
nished board novelties, of which entire and 
complete toilete are composed; and another 
new dress material ia the silk warp camel's 
bair, Whioh makes up very richly. No goods, 
however, are superior for elegant deep mourn- 
ing toilets tuan the handsome jet-biack Hen- 
riettas with silken warp. The same qualities 
also come in biue- black, and are used to create 
stylish and becoming dresses and costumes, 
with elaborate decorations in jet and plomb- 
beaded ewlbroideries and rich passementeries. 

For out of door wear in the winter season 
there are quantities of heavy-looking cloths 
and serges. of which most comfortable cos- 
tumes can be formed, for, although these 
rougb-surface materials look weighty, they are 
light to carry. For bouse dresses American 
triootines, surabs, and lustreless gros-grains 
are largely used. and among the novelties is a 
black surah with hair-lines in white, which 
makes a Very neat dress fur second mourning 
wear. 

Toilets intended to give expression to the 
Geepest grief are not materially different in 
design from those worn on ordjnary occe- 
sions; however, some styles are eepeciaily 
adapted to the uniting of handsome silk-warp 
Jet-Dlack fubrics with crape; for instance, an 
odd and elegant cloak of Henrietta cloth shows 
a back fitted to below the waist line, where a 
full skirt is shirred and joined to the basque 
skirt. Vandyke-shaped panels of crape are on 
either side of the garment. The front is 


„ slightly tied to the form, and over the coat- 
sleeves are long tab pieces or oversiceves of 


crape that reach from the shoulder, where it is 
shaped and sewed into the armboie, dowa to 
the edge of the cloak skirt. 

A neat and banesome mourning costume is 
of silk warp camel’s-bair goods and crape. 
The full skirt of camel's-hair is bordered at 
the lower edge with a deep band of crape, and 
rovers of the orape are on the gracefu! tunic. 
The Zouave jacket pdodice shows waistcoat 
points of the camei’s-hair material, while the 
rovers, or lapels, the collar, and cuffs are ol 
crape. 

Another method of making up the silk warp 
Camele-bair fabric is illustrated In a dress 
with skirt trimmed at the lower edge with side 
plaitmmgs. Above the plaitings and up the ieft 
side of the skirt are placed rows of the new 
Russian braid. The pointed front and looped- 
back draperies are simply hemmed, while the 
jacket is stylishly finished With rows of the 
handsome braid. f : 

A little later and wraps of heavier cloth 
than that composing the dress will be in de- 
mand, and for practical purposes and good 
style three or four models present themselves. 
One is a cloth visite, with full plastron front, 
secured at the waist with an ornamental jet 
buckle. The slightly fowing sleeves are 
trimmed with biack fur, which also forms 
bretelies, reaching far below the edge of the 
garment and finished with tassels of black 
plush, 

Another visite bas pelerine front, bordered 
with tur aud fastened with large buttons. The 
basque at the back is short, full, and edged 
with band of fur. The pelerine and plastron 
of drap de soie are covered with embroidered 
designs iu duli jet beads. 

A jacket of crape cioth bas a tull gathered 
plastron the length of the front, which is a 
sbort pelerine; the back bas jacket tabs; 
above the coat-sleeves isa kind of cape, in 
corded silk, which is edged with black plush 
and is ornamented with jet tassels or pampil- 
les. The coliar and cuffs are of piush. 

Very jaunty is an out of door jacket, in Cox 
elastic cloth, with lapels closed in front, 
with closely placed buttons and  button- 
holes and trimmed with rows of narrow 
braid down front, about edges, on collar, and 
on ouffs. . 

It is not considered in good taste to wear 
elaborately-decoruted bonnete when in deep 
mourning, bence those most in favor are very 
simply made of crape or of the dress materiai 
trimmed with crape. When that bonnet is left 
off it is replaced by a more ornamental affair; 
it may be in silkor in crape, but decorated 
with quantities of dull jet beads, which are 
also largely used to trim mournimg dresses and 
costumes. 

The second year the bonnet is still black, 
but of lustrous goods, and is trimmed richly 
with feathers and ornaments of polisbed cut 
jet beads; indeed, it is often difficult to tell 
whether the wearer of such a bonnetis in 
mourning or not, for they are very stylish and 
can be worn with dresses in any color, and 
are accordingly in favor. 

Black bats In beaver and in felt come in all 
the lately-introduced shapes, from the English 
walking hat to the eccentric wide, upturned 
brim varieties. They are trimmed high, in 
cocks’ feathers and ostrich tips, with loops of 
ribbon, generally of gros grain, which has 
less lustre than ribbons, with a satin finish,

TESTING AN ELECTRIC CAR MOTOR. 


Satisfaction Expressed by the Company— 
The Apparatus Described, 

New York Tridune: The Bighth Avenue 
Burface Road Company two weeks 880 re- 
ceived a car from Europe that is moved by an 
eiectr.c motor, and the car was run twice last 
week over the road from Forty-ninth street to 
One Hundred and Fifth street with satisfaction 
to the company’s officials. The motor is the 
invention of M. Julien, an electrician and a 
native of Belgium, who came with an assist 
ant to introduce the car. The motor was m- 
vented some time ago, and it is said that the 
inventor has suceéeded in running cars in 
Paria and Berlin. Two months ago be started 
a line in Brussels, which is reported to be suc- 
cessful also. * 

The iret test in this city was made Friday 
night. The car proper is set on a large iron 
frame, and the entire structure weighs about 
four tons. The electricity is stored in eigut 
large cast-iron boxes with cells that are flied 
with lead, The boxes are charged with electric- 
ity from the large dynamo in the stable. 

boxes are placed on two benches 
in the stable. one on each side 
of the track on whieh the car is stand- 
ing. The boxes are put ! the car through 
small doors in the lower part ot the car that 
open from under the seats. Underneath the 
car is fastened a powerful dynamo. The cur- 
rente are connected by means of two larive 
boxes, one on each piatform, which in street- 
car pariance are called the “horses.” The 
driver manipulates his horte by means of 
a crank, by which he turns a screw connecting 
the currents generated by the does,“ and 
which in turn starts the dynamo which trans- 
fers ite motion to me axels by asystem of 
Dullies anc an endless chain. Ten of these 
“boxes” properly charged, itis ciaimed, Will 
run a car fora day. 

The car can be stopped almost instantly 
while runnimg at the usual rate of speed, and 
Superintendent Wilson last nigbt expressed 
perfect satisfaction with the results of the 
test 80 far, and said that it wus the most sat- 
— thing yetin horse-car electric mo-

It is designed torun the car at the usval 
speed run by horse-cars, though ite maximum 
speed is said to be much greater. The car is 
lighted by electric lamps which throw a pow- 
erful light. The wheels are being set over as 
they do not fit the tracks, anda third trial will 
probably be made Tuesday.

one in the most delicate of subdued ola-tapestrry 
tints, One of these is in gold network, veiled 
in dull beliotrope tulle and ornamented in front 
with a cluster of ostrich tine in faded rose and 
blue and heliotrope.

These are some few of the most re 
markabie of tne masierpieces in the millinery 
line whioh I was so fortunate as to catch a 
glimpse of before they were packed tor trans- 
mission to the Princess. 

Worth is preparmg some elegant toilets for 
the trousseau. The court dress is exquisit in 
deiicacy of colorimg and grace of out. It is 
couprised of a corsage and train of dove 
colored veivet, the latter embroidered around 
the edge with a fine, lace-like pattern in sliver 
thread and crystal beads and lined throughout 
with pale-pink satis.

A magnificent ball-dress 
is entirely composed of old Venetian point 
over satin of the very paiest possible due of 
lilac. The train is in laee of one smglie piece, 
honed with satin, the skirt-front dome com- 
posed of two wide flounces. The train is drawn 
back at one side 80 as to «how a large ciuster 
of purple passion-flowers ana pale-yellow 
roses, with stems and leaves, a bouquet of 
similar flowers confining the folds of the train 
ut the other side of the skirt. The coloring of 
this superb dress is as delicate as possible, and 
despite ite splendor it is perfectly suited to the 
refined elegance of its future wearer. 

Most of the toilets for the Princess have 
been executed under the personal supervision 
of the Grand Duchess Viadimir of Russia, who 
is the sister of the bridegroom, and who is 
warmly attached to ber future sister-in-law. 
The Grand Duchess dresses in perfect taste 
and is one of the recognized leaders of Euro- 
pean fusnion. Worth has just completed two 
dresses for her which are both to be worn at 
the wedding. That for the church isina new 
and lovely shade of pink, something between 
crevet color and rose color, which is one of the 
novelties of the season. The skirt-front is in 
satin bordered with a wide flounce of the eame 
material, broadest at the centre and sioping 
down at the sides. This flounce is edged with 
scallops finished in silk embroidery in button- 
bole stiteh. The short round tra n slopes back- 
ward from the waist and is confined to the un- 
derskirt by antique buttons, each painted with 
a tiny Cupid. Each button is realiy an antique 
miniature, and is a genuine work of art. This 
get is valued at $8,000, being actually more 
costiy than buttons of the same size formed 
of email diamonds would be.
